If he pressed the 
shutter bulb and was killed or even mor- 
tally wounded he could not stagger ten or 
fifteen feet in front of the camera, assum- 
ing it was mounted on a tripod, in time to 
show in the picture. To be in the picture, 
he would have to be in the position shown 
before the shutter bulb was pressed. This 
would be possible only if he stepped in 
front of the camera and was killed before 
a fragment of the shell or fying débris 
struck the shutter bulb and made the éx- 
posure.

LINCOLN STATUE READY TO 
ADORN ILLINOIS CAPITOL. 


Commissioners Declare Work of 
Sculptor O’Connor to Be the Fin- 
est of Its Kind. :

The heroic size statue of Abraham Lin- 
coln, which will adorn the approach to 
the capitol in Springfield, III., has been 
completed by Andrew O'Connor, 
sculptor, who was assigned the commis- 
sion eighteen months ago.
